TIME FLÏES 

Probably very few of our readers will 
notice that the paper thoy arc riding today i.s 
the thirty-third of the year; nor arc these 
few likely to notice that four times thirty-throe 
is one hundred and thirty-two; and of tlii.s 
greatly reduced number an oven smaller group 
is likely to remember that there arc but one 
hundred and thirty-three regular issues of the 
"Daily". ' 

In other words, we are now approximately 
at the end of the fiî-st quarter of the yeai'— the 
Daily's year. And even though the university 
does continue to function for a month or so af- 
ter we cease publication, yet most activities .iu.<5t 
naturally fold up and die along about the end 
of March, the rem.iining month being devoted 
to the studying that should have been spread 
over six of them. 

To most of us this is a little bit of a fur- 
prise. For the past month we have been so busy 
getting do-wn to work, or pretending to, start- 
ing up activities, getting into the social whirl, 
and the thousand and one things that go with 
the opening of college that we have hardly had 
time to worry about time. 

The quarter way mark, though should 
make us pause a little. To freshmen it happens 
to mean a flock of unwelcome exams, to the se- 
niors it means but a relatively few more months 
at college tliis year to all of us it means a grand 
rugby season is almost over, with the title al- 
most, notice that almost— at McGill after seven 
years away. 

..There seems to be entirely too much lost 
motion during this first month. In most cases, 
perhaps, this does not make very much differ- 
ence. But in a few which really do a consider- 
able amount of work, especially the dramatic 
organizations. thi.=; time could be very well used 
to save a little of the rush which generally 
comes at the end. A very good case in point is 
seen in the Choral Society, which plans to pro- 
duce in the second week in December. Rehear- 
sals have just started ;there are about six weeks 
between now and the tentative dates of produc- 
tion, which means that the players and execu- 
tive are going to be exceedingly rushed for that 
time. 

This is perhaps not a perfect example, as 
the change of plans cut over a month off the 
expected tinie for preparation. Still, our time 
is too valuable to waste much of it, even dur- 
ing the first month. So keep an eye on things, 
and even if you doii'L do much studying, at 
least try and pass the time usefully. Our few 
;d8yB at college go quickly enough. 

STANDING THE CAFF 

"Too many bright lights are being removed 
too far from mother and father at an early age 
— these are the reasons why about 40 per cent 
of the young men who attend the University of 
. Toronto fail," declared Premier Ferguson 
lately at an addre.ss in Ontario. And what lie 
-said about Toronto is true of McGill. lligbt here 
in our own University smai't men and women 
arc failing becau.sc of their absolute failure to 
shoulder the responsibility of a college course. 
Men come up to McGjll with excellent 
marks in their matriculation — f ine career be- 
hind them, and presumably a fiijcr career be- 
-'fore them, yet they go down before the storm 
;.of college barrage. They utterly fail to find 
'their place in -the college, find that one failure 
•lollowB another and before the student realizes 
the position he is in, he is snowed under and 
forced to retire. 

These men miss the motherly assistance to 
which they were accustomed in their own home 
Va^d (the inspiration of the village .seems to be 
yacking altogether in a (xxUege of tlic size of 
^Toronto and Queen's or McGill. There is no 
Itjme for individual attention in the lower years, 
^and where lectures are giveii, tbey are given 
:by professors who feel that the students 
^should be sufficiently interested to follow them 
;up by study and investigation. 

Cpllege has so many attractions to offer 
and often a youngster fresh fi'om prep school 
and the joys of that existence feels that even 
as he ha^; done before so he can devote his at- 
it^ntion to the college athleticp, college activities 
:and still make a good mark. Ue can not! there- 
fore to draw a moral from the utterance of 
Premier Ferguson we must yrge the student 
and especially F.rephmen, to remember the pui-- 
POSQ oi their sojpurn #t this, university and 



work. For by this means only will disappoint- 
ment be avoided in the future.

Canada's Expansion 

Dean Ira MacKay Speaks On 
■ "Coming Of Canada" 

The pre.it expansion and develop- 
ment o£ Canad.i. In the Ilnra o( agri- 
culture, industry and science which 
has 1.1 ken place in the sixty years 
since the confederation of the four 
provinces then existing Into the pre- 
sent dominion, lias been carefully car- 
ried out according to tho spécifica- 
tions of thlse' public men wha formed 
that coniTcderatlon, said Professor Ira 
Alackay, Dean of the Faculty of arts. 

Dean Mackay -was speaking before 
the. Mens Association of Saint Mat- 
thew's (ihurch on "'The Coming ot 
Canada". In this address he expressed 
the opinion that the future of the Do- 
minion was quite distinctive that of 
the United states. The future ot Can- 
ada rests upon six ma'it conditions: 
sufficiency of natural rejources, adé- 
quate research upon the part of the 
country's chemists and engineers a 
true representation of financial affairs 
dependent upon economic and cost ac- 
counting capital sufficient to develop 
the natural resources, labor, and that 
type of immigrants who are ready to 
endure hardships in order to reap ben- 
elfs Inter on. ' 

• Dean Mackay particularly empha- 
sised the need of trained and re- 
sourceful scientists to- carry on the 
worlj of research .md ilevek'iniieut.
